Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1 -32 are allowed . 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
of record neither teach nor suggest a point light source facing an intersection of 
the first side surface and the second side surface, a reflector member for 
reflecting a light of the point light source, wherein the reflecting member covers a 
portion of the first surface and a portion of the second side surface, and wherein 
the reflected by the reflecting member is incident on at least the first side surface 
and second side surface of the guiding plate.
